them to heart. I Just stuck new stamps 
on the stories and sent them out again. 
And in their journeying to and fro all 
the stories finally landed in offices 
where they found a welcome. I can say 
that I never wrote

sooner or later, hasr.'t been accepted.' 


Porter .was engaged In writing a 


novel at the time of his death. He 
was co-author with Franklin P. Adams 
of the musical comedy. "Lo." 


It was during his New Orleans days

He said to a friend, "I'm 
going to send out some stuff. I don't 
know if it amounts to much, so I want 
to get a literary alias. Help ,me pick

MURDER UP TO DATE. 


Used Cholera Gorms to Kill, Russian 


Doctor Confessei. 


St. Petersburg, June 6.—Tit. Pat- 


schenko, who. with Count de Lassy, 
was arrested her* a,bout a week ago on 
suspicion of poisoning' Count Boutur- 
lin, heir to a fortune of $8.500,000. con- 
fessed yesterday that he killed Count 
Bouturlln by injecting cholera, germs. 


The police say the doctor also has 


confessed a. series of identical crimes, 
his victims being wealthy 
persons. 


During the last cholera, epidemic he 
pretended to inoculate those he slew 
to prevent them from contracting the 
disease. 


He received $250.000 In each case 


from the victim's heirs. 


Patschenko is nearly 70 years old. 


Count Bouturlln was only 26. He was 
a. son of Gen. Bouturlln and belonged 
to one of the oldest arid wealthiest 
families In Russia. Count de Lassy, 
nephew of Count Bouturlin, and Pat- 
schenko's alleged Instigator, protests 
his Innocence.
